BIG RANGE OF f TERNS 
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A RATIONAL OPTIMISM. 
It has been said that the liberal man is the 
man who is going to save the world—not the so- 
called op timist or the p essimist. 
The liberal is defined as a citizen who has an 
dp en mind on every subject until he reaches a 
conclusion after study of the facts. 
In other 
words, he’s not the typ e that “jump s at conclu­ 
sions.” 
Op timism has its values, but p essimism has 
none, which eliminates the p essimist entirely 
from consideration. 
The liberal citizen may be op timistic, but the 
minute he carries that to the extreme he loses 
cast as a dep endable members of the community 
who may be exp ected to p rovide sane and wise 
advise on p ublic questions. 
Op timism has its limitations. 
No amount of 
this intangible something would save a man who 
jump ed into a cage of wild beasts or drive his 
automobile directly in the p ath of a sp eeding 
train. Such senseless op timism was lik ely in the 
mind of him who wrote, "Fools rush in where 
angels fear to tread.” 
Admittedly there are occasions when there 
seems to be no logical reason for op timism, as in 
times of great danger. 
But even then there is 
basis for op timism when p ersons similarly situa­ 
ted have escap ed by hop ing against hop e. 
A rational op timism is the thing the world 
needs most—an op timism that tak es into account 
uncontroverted facts. It is not the k ind of op ti­ 
mism that would counsel jump ing into the cage 
of wild beasts with the hop e that everything 
would come out all right . It is the k ind of op ti­ 
mism that would counsel action only on the 
basis of sound reasoning. 
Too many p eop le obsessed with a blind op ti­ 
mism, are in the middle of the track when the 
train reaches the crossing, instead of on the other 
side as they exp ected. 


COMMUNITY DIFFERENCES. 
Tourists who have tak en extensive automobile 
trip s during the p ast season doubtless noticed the 
big difference in towns and cities through which 
tiiey p assed. Two communities may seem alik e 
in size and advantages, yet the temp er of the 
two p laces may vary widely. 
In some there is an atmp oshere of activity and 


energy noticeable even to the casual observer. 
The p eop le radiate aggressiveness and their atti­ 
tude suggest a community of achievement and 
advancement. 
Other towns are p revaded by a more listless 
feeling. Many loafers may be seen on the bench­ 
es and decorating the curbstones. Business men 
stand in their doorways, lazily observing the traf­ 
fic. 
In other stores clerk s idly gossip . 
Little 
k nots of p eop le gather to exchange sidewalk gos­ 
sip . 
Probably the majority of them say that the 
world is all wrong and that adverse conditions are 
resp onsible for their disap p ointments in life. 
They comp lain of the back wardness of their 
home town, yet if they were ask ed to serve on a 
committee to give the community a boost, they 
would p romp tly decline. 
It’s no trouble to get the p icture. Most every­ 
one has observed just such p laces. But they are 
not p ast redemp tion. A few active men in such 
a town can remak e it in a few years. 
If they are engaged in business, they soon raise 
the level of business p ractices by emp loying up - 
to-date methods in their business, which in time 
will be cop ied by other business men. If they be 
clerk s or mechanics, they act as a stimulus to 
others in the same calling and beneficial results 
are soon noticeable. 
The success of any community dep ends up on 
whether the majority of its p eop le are alert and 
want to see their home town imp rove. They can 
bring about imp rovement if the will for it exists. 
Every p erson who has any p ride in this com­ 
munity should give a little thought now and then 
to its Imp rovement for no imp rovement will ever 
come until after same individual or group of 
individuals have visualized its p ossibilities.

Finds We Express Our­ 
selv es in Our Music 


New York City.—“ Music, more 
than any other expression, rev eals 
the tempo of the people. No won­ 
der the music of America is more 
barbaric, v ital and far-flung than 
any the world has known before,” 
says Ray O’Hara, famous musical 
conductor at the Gov ernor Clinton 
Hotel. 
“ Our music is really the melting 
pot of all human emotion, since 
ev ery civ ilized nation has contrib­ 
uted its bit to the thing called 
jazz. But the speed at which our 
machines run is the tempo to 
which the world dances.” 
It is true, as Mr. O’Hara points 
out, that most of our musicians are 
men who hav e sampled this tempo 
and liv ed as part of the great me­ 
chanical age. Paul Whiteman op­ 


erated a taxi and it is probably 
this experience, more than « ny 
other, that gav e him the under­ 
standing of the American public’s 
tastes, and another well-known 
leader was once a stoker on a great 
ocean liner.
